After we got out a hundred miles 
into the country Kaffirs seemed to 
be running wild 
As the train 
wound around

hill sides 
the Kaffirs 
from eight to 
twenty years 
old would run along 
side of the train 
and would 
holler 
for bread 
They would run along 
following 
the train 
for miles 
over 
the 
hills 
bushes and rocks 
and 
when the passengers would throw a 
piece of bread from the train they 
would make 
a rush 
like a flock of 
hungry chickens 
It is pitiful and also comical 
to 
see these 
Kaffirs 
large 
and small 
male and female 
pile up on a loaf 
of bread 
or a biscuit 
as it was 
thrown from the train windows 
Some of them wore a gee string 
around their 
waist 
others a rag 
thrown 
over their 
shoulders and 
others 
wore 
respectable 
clothes 
while some were entirely naked 
They 
cultivate small patches of 
land on which they raise grain and 
pumpkins 
Their 
farming 
is 
all 
done 
by hand 
We 
could see the 
women 
and 
men 
with their big 
hoes digging along the hill sides 
There were six of us Americans 
together and 
we had a fine 
time 
bathing at the beach and taking in 
the sights of the town 
We 
also 
took a ride across the Buffalo River 
in a row boat 
It rained all day Christmas so we 
put in the day studying the good old 
bible and singing nice hymns 
From East 
London 
to 
Queens- - 
town it was almost the same 
only 
the- 
- grain was ripe and the Kaffirs 
were harvesting the crop 
For miles we could see them with 
cycles cutting the grain handful by 
handful 
and 
piling it up in 
small 
piles all over 
the field 
But after 
awhile we saw at a distance a binder 
and as we drew nearer we could see 
it was doing pretty good work but 
very slow 
They had fourteen 
oxen 
to pull 
the binder 
with a Kaffir boy 
to 
lead team and a Kaffir man on the 
seat to handle the levers and 
an-
